Business license fees will be due 
from 242 Upland firms and pro- 
fessional men January 1, I. J. Lin- 
key, city license officer, announc- 
ed today. 

Every person in business in Up- 
land pays license fees, ranging 
from $12 to $60 annually. On 
January 10 the payments become 
delinquent and a 10 per cent pen- 
alty is charged. : 


For many years, Mr. Linkey re- 
ports, Upland had a steady busi- 
ness growth.

Persons planning 1945 victory 
gardéns are advised by J. P. Her- 
tel, assistant farm advisor, to use 
one to, two pounds of barnyard 
fertilizer per square foot of gar- 
den and to adopt timely and con- 
tinuous pest control practices. 

Many of those who 
gardening this year did so because 
of lack of experience and poor pro- 
duction in 1943, he said. Most of 
the poor results were due to lack 
of sufficient fertilizer and inade- 
quate pest control. 


Those with good gardens in 1943 
had better crops in 1944 and would 
not be without a garden in 1945, 
he stated. 


A survey made by the United 
States department of agriculture 
shows 18,500,000 victory gardens 
grown in 1944.

ov a smashing majority that made | 
jubilant GOP’ers feel that happy | 
days were here again, for sure. 

But this year, California cheered 
Bourbon hearts by rolling up a 

bizger majority for Democratic | 
President Roosevelt than any oth- 

er State in the Nation. 

Then, lest that result be inter- 
preted as.a complete reversal of 
form, the State’s independent-- 
minded voters elected a Repub- 
lican State Legislature and a De- 
mocratic delegation to Congress 
and strolled home, apparently well 
satisfied with-the day's work. 

To illustrate the’ disconceytin? 
irregularity of party mem‘ers in 
California—and the ‘fact that both 
Republicans and Democrats jumn 
the fence whenever the spirit 
moves them—-the voters on No- 
vember 7th, while they gave 
President Roosevelt an impressive 
majority of approximately half a 
million, turned right around and 
gave the Republicans a working 
majority in both houses of the 
Legislature. | 

The new State Senate will be 
composed .of 26. Republicans and 
14 Democrats, while the Assem- 
bly, unless the official vote chanz- 
es the results, will have a m?m- 
bership of 42 Republicans, 37 De- 
mocrats and one Independent, On 
the other hand, the State's cele- 
gation to Congress (again:barrinz 
upsets in the official tally) will 
boast 16 Democrats as against 7 
Republicans. 

If the whims of California vot- 
ers are weighed and analyzed, 
there is a certain consistency, 
however, even about their incon- 
sistency. For instance, they gave 
Democratic President Roosevelt a 
predominantly Democratic con- 
gressional delegation to back up 
his national administration, and 
then-—playing no favorites-—zave 
Republican Governor Warren a 
Republican Legislature to help his 
administration of State affairs. 

The major lesson to be learned 
from a study of California's recent 
voting ha‘vits is that party regu- 
larity, in a strict sense,has ceased 
to exist, no matter how much the 
party leaders may wish it other- 
wise.
